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Flood Control-The Word Condemns Itself 


Re-planting denuded mountain slopes 


to trees is not a new industry. It nan 
been successfully accomplished all over 
the world, including semi-tropic coun- 
tries. 
'. 
, 


Such a statement is necessary, be- 


cause at least five put of every twelve 
people who discuss reforestation ask 
doubtfully if it really can bo made a 
success. Practically every great coun- 
try of Europe has practised forestry 
intensively for hundreds of years, not 
because they were any smarter than wo 
are over here, or because they were 
more inclined to conserve natural re- 
sources than we are, but because they 
realized through 
painful 
experience 


that HUMAN TJFE 
CANNOT BE 


SUSTAINED WITHOUT FORESTS. 


In Southern California there are sev- 


eral examples of the success of 
re- 


planting areas denuded py fire,'and by 
erosion that follows fire. 
These exam- 


ples are chiefly ones for which County 
Forester Flintham of this county is 
responsible. 
The most notable exam- 


ple,'perhaps, is that of the eucalyptus 
planting on the hills of Whitticr, pro- 
perty owned by the Murphy Oil Com- 
pany. 


A splendid forest of 1500 acres is 


'growing there where less thau fifteen 
years ago there was nothing but slate- 
gray shale, with the rainstorms leap- 
ing from the hillo literally like water 
from a duck's back, and racing madly 
into the valley, tearing holes in the 
most valuable land |n the world, lay- 
ing waste a highly-cultivated 
area, 


making devastation to come where ori- 
ginally there wore level-planted areas. 


ONCE FOREST-CLAD. 


For these gaunt, bare Whittier hills 


•were once clad with .forests., It seems 


incredible, but it is true. 
Pines of 


several varieties mnrle thick woods up- 
on these foothills. 
The floor of the 


forest, beneath these trees, was moist, 
and was composed of a thick mat of 
rotted foliage and vegetable matter. 
The spring rains descended upon these 
hills, and soaked into that fine, soft 
pad. The roots of the furust retarded 
the flow of the water beneath the leaf- 


;mold, and the arroyos and washes that 
led down from the hills were not so 
large by several times, because there 
was little water to be Carried from the 
hills, and small channels easily con- 
tained them. 


Today, with the exception of these 


fifteen hundred acres planted by Mr. 
Flintham, the hills are bare for the 
most part, here and there containing 
patches of thin gra'ss. There is very 
little, if any shrubbery. 
What caused 


this denudation? 


Simply that the Indians and early 


whites who came to these plains and 
these hills were in the cattle and sheep 
business, and forest meant nothing to 
them, except that they hindered tho 
raising of sheep. They set groat fires 
annually, when tho country was dry, 
and the forest were swept 
off . by 


flames, in order that grass might come 
in and increase the sheep pasturage. 


Now wo must-"beat back" again. 


Fortunately wo need 
not take the 


laborious method of the Chinese, who 
first allowed their forests to bo cut, 
burned and destroyed and afterwards 
had to carry dirt back up the moun- 
tains on their backs in which to plant 
treco again. 
• < . " - 


We can begin now on tho ridges of 


the Sierra Madre range, 
and 
plant 


downward, and -can gradually, through 


;t>e-yta*s.to corrte, bring back the for- 
ests on our hill? and mountains, and 
make this Southern California constnl 
plain safe again from floods. 


ONLY REAL FLOOD CONTROL 
For this method is the real flood 


control method. All other methods arc 
merely makeshifts. 
You can 
spend 


money 
fixing 
stream-channels 
"with 


brush and wire, and you can straighten 
and deepen the washes so that they 
will carry more water. You can build 
huge retardation dams in the moun- 
tains to keep back the water, and lit- 
tle check clams throughout the canyons. 
But you are only doing a work that is 
at the wrong end of the whole flood 
control problem—fighting the floods af- 
ter they become floods, instead 
of 


creating a condition 
that 
makes 


floods impossible. 


The glib expression, "flood control" 


betrays in its own name that the people 
of this eounlfy have mil awakonrd to 
the fact that there should be no floods 
to control instead of spending money to 
control floods. 


• A FORESTED DOMAIN. 


That's the whole stnry. If the coun- 


ty 'and tho state and the nation will 
begin a program that will be carried 
over a generation 
of 
tree-planting, 


there will bo no floods in Southern 
California. And in the place of floods 
there will be green, luxuriant forests, 
thousands and thousands of acres of 
thorn, in the peoples' domain, a mar- 
velous natural park belonging to you 
and 1p me, beneflcient and kindly in 
its mission—protecting us from ' the 
roaring, death dealing dragon of the 
flood-waters—such 
flood-waters 
as 


should never have been allowed to be- 
come flood-waters.
